MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Mobile Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of
Mobile, Alabama, on Monday, June 10, 2019, at 11:00 A. M.
The following members of the Commission were present:
Connie Hudson, President, Jerry L. Carl and Merceria
Ludgood, Members. Also present were Glenn L. Hodge,
Interim County Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay
Ross, County Attorney, and W. Bryan
Kegley II, County Engineer. President Hudson chaired the
meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Reverend Brad Sullivan,
Pastor of Living Word Church, 2900 Dawes Road, Mobile,
Alabama 36695.

Commission President Connie Hudson: You may have
noticed that we have a group of young athletes who are with
us today and their coaches. They are the St. Paul’s
Episcopal High School Boys Varsity Soccer Team. They are
Class 6A State Champs, and we are very proud of them. This
is the first time they have brought home a Class 6A state
title. I think they recently went to Class 6A if I am not
mistaken. It is a new class for this group of soccer
players and to bring home the state title, wow, that is
amazing. Let me set the stage to tell you about this game
how it was related to me. Apparently, they were playing in
the finals against Fort Payne, who are the former State
winners. They were scored on by Fort Payne in the first
3-minutes of the game, and it was in the last 10-minutes of
the game the score became tied. They went into overtime,
not once, but twice. Twice into overtime, no score, then
they went into penalty kicks. St. Paul scored all five (5)
of their penalty kicks, and Fort Payne only scored three
(3). St. Paul became the winner. Can you imagine more of
a nail biter, more of an exciting game than that? I think
it is absolutely fantastic. We wanted the players to come
along with their coaches so we could recognize this great
achievement and to let them know how very proud we are of
them.
